DECISION OF THE PRESIDENT 
ON RIGHTS OF TRANSFER 
MEMBERS. 


New York, Oct, 14, 1917. 

This office is in receipt of a com- 
munication that a certain Local pro- 
hibits transfer members from playing 
any regular engagement in connec- 
tion with a permanent engagement for 
which such transfer member has been 
imported into the- jurisdiction of such 
Local. 

Under Article XXV of this Local’s 
laws, this office finds the following 
Proviso enumerated as Section 2: 


“A member by transfer who has 
been imported into this jurisdic- 
tion for a steady engagement (less 
than four consecutive weeks not 
considered a steady engagement) 
shall not be permitted to solicit 
or accept any other steady en- 
gagement during the interim of, 

Or at the expiration of the steady 
“engagement for which he was so 
imported without becoming a full 
member of this Local, or by per- 
Mission of the Board of Direc- 
tors.”

Section 2 of your local law above 
quoted denies rights to transfer mem- 
bers which are guaranteed him under 
Section 5, of Article VIII, and Sec. 
27, of Art. IX, of the laws of the 
American Federation of Musicians. 
Section 5, of Art. VIII provides that 
a member, after having deposited his 
transfer card in due form, is entitled 
to all privileges of the Local includ- 
ing voice but not to vote nor hold of- 
fice, etc. The provisions of Section 
27, of Art, IX are to the effect that 
a member who is imported under said 
section to play a certain engagement 
must not play miscellaneous engage- 
ments if said engagement be for four 
weeks or less but is entitled to play 
miscellaneous engagements if the en- 
gagement for which he was imported 
extends over four weeks, as, under 


the latter condition, he is required to 
deposit his transfer card. 

It is wnderstood that if a member 
appears in a Local's jurisdiction to 
fill engagements which are known to 
extend over four weks that he must 
deposit his transfer card no later than 
forty-eight hours after appearing in 
the jurisdiction of the Local, and, af- 
ter the depositing of said card, be- 
comes entitled to all the rights and 
privileges of any other member. with 
the exception of voting or holding of- 
fice, as already stated. 

By reason of the aforesaid, I beg 
to advise that Section 2, of Art. XXV 
of your local laws can mot be en- 
forced; in other words, is null and 
void, as its provisions are contrary 
to the laws of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians.

In Insisting That the “Star Spangled Banner” Be Played 
By the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 





The members of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians, as citizens of the United States, beheld with grave 
concern the position taken by a musical institution, 
namely—The Boston Symphony Orchestra—that the 
national anthem of the United States was unsuited for 
public recitals, and so that the unpatriotic act of said 
musical institution could not possibly be misconstrued as 
being the position of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians, and in the further effort_to in these times of stress 
again emphasize the sentiment and patriotism of the 
members of the American Federation of Musicians, and 
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their unfaltering fealty to their country, the President of 
the Federation felt it his duty, on behalf of all the mem- 
bers of the Federation, to endorse the position which the 
Honorable James M. Curley, Mayor of Boston, Mass., 
took in the matter, which was to the effect that either the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra play the national anthem 
or it would have to forego the opportunity to further 
publicly appear in the City of Boston and, therefore, for- 
warded the following telegram to Mr. Curley: 


“November 2, 1917. 
Hon. Mayor Curley, 
Boston, Mass.: 


The Americdén Federation of Musicians feels it is its 
duty to take notice of your patriotic action in insisting that 
the “Star Spangled Banner” should be played by the Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra. The position taken by Doctor 
Muck, which is to the effect that the playing of our sacred 
national anthem would interfere with the artistic standard 
of a musical program is, in the opinion of the eighty-five 
thousand musicians belonging to the American Federation, 
untenable, as the national anthem, insofar as we American 
are concerned, expresses love of country, respect for our 
flag, as well as true patriotism, and thereby gives to any 
program a distinction far outweighing in nobility of senti- 
ment and descriptive powers any number ever composed 
during all times by any composer, no matter how illustrious 
he may be. 

JOE N. WEBER,

To this Mayor Curley answered as follows: 


“November 3, 1917. 
Mr. Joseph N. Weber, 
President American Federation of Musicians, 
New York City. 
My Dear Mr. Weber: 

May I assure you how deeply appreciative I am of your 
ringing telegram in hearty endorsement of my position that 
the “Star Spangled Banner” shall be played whenever the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra may have occasion to give a 
public recital. 

The present war crisis with Germany demands upon the 
part of every American citizen, both native-born and nat- 
uralized, the highest character of patriotic fervor; and those 
who are inimical to the interests of our flag and our coun- 
try should not be allowed, in this hour of our travail, to 
enjoy the functions of our government, our schools, our 
libraries, and educational institutions. é 

The claim that the National Anthem of the United 
States is unsuited for public recitals is an argument so un- 
tenable that it can appeal to no thinking man, 

Considerations of our country and those who are its 
citizens are superior to any technical argument relative to 
distinction in musical programs, 

May I beg you will advise the members of your organi- 
zation, whiich is so splendidly representative of the highest 
type of labor federation in the United States, of my deep 
and abiding appreciation of the endorsement which you 
have so courteously tendered me.

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EXIT JAZZ. 





A few years ago some resourceful musician adopted 
a system of instrumentation which he dubbed “Jazz,” 


_ and used mainly for dance purposes. 


It was a step backward, a good many steps backward, 
in fact it was an unmusical and very noisy imitation of 
a Hotentot orchestra of tom toms. 

The experiment proved successful. It took like pip 
among a lot of chicks. It rapidly became the society 
fad. From Maine to California and from the Gulf to the 
Lakes, for all fashionable social functions, it was all jazz, 
and as usual, everybody followed society’s lead. 

It does not require any high order of musical talent 
to become a jazz player. A jumble of cow bells, bass 
drums, tom toms, slap sticks, a contraption that sounds 
like a boy running a stick along a picket fence, banjos, 
guitars, ukaleles, saxophones, trace chains, trombones, 
and a loud piano constitute the instrumentation. It does 
not make any difference whether high, low or both 
pitches are used; the more the pitch varies, the better 
the result. 

The piano player usually acts as the leader. He must 
be an expert contortionist, and for speed in getting over 
the keys, he has Paderewski beat to a frazzle. He ac- 
complishes this by running his hand along the keyboard 
from the lowest to the highest register at one full swoop 
and return. It is not music, but it is Jazz. 

But the real artist of this wild, wierd and savage com- 
bination is the drummer. To look at him in full opera- 
tion you would imagine he was throwing a fit or suffer- 
ing with St. Vitus dance. How a small human being 
can make so many untuneful noises at once is the wonder 
of all beholders. His corner of the orchesetra takes up 
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the major portion of space allotted to the orchestra andq_ 
looks like an old curiosity shop. 3 

It would take a professor of Physiology to explain how 
it happened that suddenly a supposably enlightened, cul- | 
tured, highly civilized public, in almost a moment, in the 
matter of the grandest, most humanizing of all arts 
should suddenly revert to the dance music of their savage 
ancestors. This remarkable fad resulted in a complete 
evolution of the dance orchestra. The old-fashioned lead- 
ers, always so particular as to the orchestra being in per- 
fect tune, were relegated to the musical scrap heap if 
they failed to adopt the new fad. Other instrumentalists 
had to hang up the “de fiddle and de bow” and pick up 
“de old banjo.” The pianists and drummers had to take 
lessons in calisthenics. 

Mr. Ernest Woollett, of Local No. 10, Chicago, II, 
gives an apt definition of “Jazz,” as follows: 


Chicago, Ill., Oct. 8, 1917. 
Mr. Owen Miller, 
Editor International Musician. 
Dear Sir and Brother: 

You perhaps remember at the Cincinnati convention, that 
when President Weber asked the Chicago delegates for the 
meaiing of the word “Jazz” we were at a loss for words. 

Since that time the language has been enriched and at this 
dati I submit the following definition. 

“Jazz—A camouflage of grotesque noise raised by clowns 
to cover their musical shortcomings.”

The latest indications are that the physiological idio- 
syncrasy is gradually receding, and American humans 
will soon be in a normal state again. 

Let us hope that when “Jazz” is only a memory, we 
will never again have to pass through such a musical 
nightmare.

Dear Sir and Brother. Just a word from Local No. 
76, to inform the Brothers throughout the country that 
we are still on the map, and that the latch string is still 
hanging from the door to welcome all Brothers that may 
happen to stray into this part of the country. This year 
has seen the Seattle Local enjoy the greatest wave of 
prosperity in its history, as at the present time, we are 
proud to state that the City of Seattle is practically 100 
per cent organized, thanks to the interest shown by each 
and every member, and the wonderful support given to 
the officers of the Local. In accordance with the in- 
structions of the last convention, this Local adopted reso- 
lutions, not only retaining on our lists those members 
that had been called to the support of our country, but 
also to keep their death assessments paid in full, so that 
if any ill fate should befall our Brothers while in the dis- 
charge of their duties, we could at least, in a small meas- 
ure, show to those that they left behind, that we would, 
to the best of our ability, provide for those dependent 
upon our Brothers. We feel proud, and justifiably so, 
at the stand taken by the Board of Directors of this Lo- 
cal in the campaign just finished, for the sale of Liberty 
Bonds, they having subscribed for the sum of $2,500.00, 
on behalf of Local No. 76. In the meantime, the individ- 
ual members have subscribed to such an extent as to make 
each and every member proud of the fact that he is con- 
nected with such a patriotic organization. The full ex- 
tent of the individual subscriptions is now being tabu- 
lated, and it is estimated by the secretary, that the joint 
subscriptions of the Local and its members will pass the 
ten thousand dollar mark, and we have gained the point 
that we strove for, viz.: that of surpassing any other Lo- 
cal of Organized Labor in the City of Seattle. The Board 
of Directors, at their regular meeting, passed a resolu- 
tion authorizinz the President to undertake the forward- 
ing of a movement looking to the advancement of musi- 
cians in the government service. This Local has at the 
present writing something over thirty members who have 
either volunteered or been drawn in the selective draft. 
Many of these members have given up positions where 
the remuneration, as compared with that given by the 
government seemed fabulous. The feeling of the Board 
in this matter is, that a musician in the U. S. service does 
not receive the remuneration, nor the standing; that his 
ability would warrant. For several years past it has 
been the rule in the U. S. Navy to give the rank of War- 
rant Officer, which is a higher rating than that of a Chief 
Petty Officer, the rank held at the present time by a 
bandmaster, to such trades as machinist, sailmaker, etc., 
crafts or trades that do not require either the study nor 
the time, not to mention the outlay of money that is re- 
quired for the musician to become proficient. ~- 

It is a well-known fact, that in the past the bands in 
the U. S. service, taking them from a musical standpoint, 
have been an absolute failure, and we feel that the time 
has come when this should be remedied, when the posi- 


tion of musician in the U. S. service should be such that 5 


it would be sought after by the best of musicians, and in 
order to accomplish this, we believe, that the American 
Federation of Musicians should use their every endeavor 
to have legislation enacted whereby the rating of band- 
master in the U. S. Army and Navy would be that of a 
Commissioned Officer, and that all musicians should re- 
ceive a pro-rated advance. This would lead to the eleva- 
tion of music throughout the country, and as that is one

of the objects of the A. F. of M., we feel that it is well 
within the province of the International Board to use 
*their every endeavor towards this end. We feel the time 
js opportune, for at the present writing, in this section, 


at Camp Lewis, one of the large-cantonments where the 
selective draft is centered, they are trying to organize 
some sixteen (16) regimental bands, and from personal 

observation, I assure you that it is anything but a com- 
pliment to the U. S. Army to hear the attempts of these 
organizations. We feel that this would be changed com- 
pletely were the rating to be given to the competent mu- 
sicians, and the compensation made such that competent 
musicians would look forward to accepting government 
service as a life’s work, instead of as in the past, where it 
was merely accepted as an opportunity to practice at the 
government’s expense, with the :esult, that as soon as the 
musician considered himself competent to go out in civil 
life, he immediately left the service, with the result that 
the band to which he had ben attached immediately went 
back to the standing that it had four years before when he 
joined it. 

If the government would make the service sought af- 
ter, by giving those musicians who were competent an 
incentive, it would result in the standard of the American 
Army and Navy bands being brought up to that point 
where they would be a credit to the United States and 
would certainly be of great benefit to the musicians. 

I have taken this matter up with the congressmen 
from this state, and have their assurance that they would 
be pleased to do everything within their power to enact 
the desired legislation, and I feel that with the assistance 
of the various Locals throughout the country, that we can 
at this time, cause the proper laws to be enacted that 
would give the musicians that compensation and rating 
which their skill entitles them to, and it would be a just 
and fitting tribute to those of our members who have so 
nobly responded to the call of our country.

MUSICIANS PROTECT PUBLIC. 


In order to protect the public and the good name of 
the profession from the whims of theater managers who 
sometimes attempt to cut down on the music at the ex- 
pense of the patrons, Musicians’ Association, Local No. 
76, of Seattle, has established what is known as a “mini- 
mum’ rule, by which theaters are requested to use at 
least a certain number of men in the house orchestra, 
each house being decided upon according to its seating 
capacity. 

Recently the new manager of the Metropolitan Thea- 
ter, F. P. Hood, formerly of the Moore, declared his in- 
tention of opposing the minimum rule and followed his 
declaration by running a dramatic show entirely without 
music in the pit. The newspapers the following day 
stated that the pit was dark because of “trouble with the 
musicians’ union.” William E,. Murray and William F. 
Dougias, president and secretary of Musicians Loca! No. 
76, declared that no trouble has existed with the Metro- 
politan, and that the only trouble which can arise is in 
the event of Mr. Hood’s refusal to run a first-class show 
house, with its full quota of musicians, due the public 
and patrons and due the musicians who take a legitimate 
pride in maintaining the standards of their profession be- 
fore the eyes of the public. The minimum number of 
men in the Metropolitan orchestra, as decided by the 
union is nine, the same number as the house has always 
used under previous management.

This petty profiteering can 
be stopped if the people will exercise the power they pos- 
sess by demanding the enactment of-remedial legislation 
by Congress and the enforcement of the resultant laws 
by officials whose honesty and patriotism are above per- 
sonal aggrandizement, or would not be influenced by the 
thought that the enforcement of law would be detri- 
mental to the fortunes of any political party.

WHY WE ARE AT WAR. 





Grmany has forced America, as it has forced prac- 
tically the entire world, to defend itself by arms. We are 
fighting this war because Germany made war upon us. 
America is a peaceful Nation; we have no lust for con- 
quest, no desire for annexation of territory; we are de- 
fending ourselves against Germany because the Imperial 
German Government entered upon a program which 
meant the destruction of all American institutions. 

When we finally recognized that Germany was wag- 
ing war upon us we had seen more than 225 Americans, 
among them many women and children, killed by Ger- 
man submarines; hospital ships had been sunk and un- 
fortified towns had been bombed and bombarded. Med- 
als had been struck in honor of the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, the murderous act by which so many of our men, 
women, and children lost their lives. German officials 
had treated the United States, a neutral nation, as an 
enemy. Strikes were organized in this country, plants 
were blown up, pro-German publications were founded 
and subsidized, and hatred of America was systematically 
sought to be inculcated among our foreign-born inhabit- 
ants. Every effort was made to involve us in trouble 
with Japan and Mexico. Our repeated protests were met 
with promises and explanations which were little better 
than insults. 

The Imperial German Government finally proclaimed 
the unrestricted destruction of neutral ships upon the 
high seas. It was the notification to the United States 
that our people were no longer sovereign, and that if they 
would sail the seas in safety we must conform to condi- 
tions laid down by a government that defied international 
law, humanity, and elemental morality. 

A policy of terrorism has been systematically applied 
by the Imperial German Government since the outbreak 
of the European war. Treaties that stood in the way of 
German militaristic plans have been disregarded, women 
and children have been treated with indescribable bru- 
tality, the noblest works of art have been destroyed, and 
prisoners have been abused and maltreated and civilian 
populations massacred and deported. 

This is why America has gone into this war in de- 
fense of American honor and American rights. To have 


done anything else would have been to surrender our 
sovereignty,‘and we would have been forced in the end 
to fight a conscienceless and rapacious military autocracy 
—an autocracy which is in this war avowdly for indemni- 
ties, aggrandizement, and the control of the world. Our 
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success means that our children and our children’s chil 
dren will be able to enjoy peace. 

Buy a Liberty Bond, get behind your Government, 
and shorten this war. This is your fight. Our men are 
giving their lives; you are only asked to lend your 


money. There should be at least one Liberty Bond in 
every home. There is no better test of your American- 
ism, 
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HOW TO GET BUSINESS. 


Away back from the time the first union was organ- 
ized union men have declared that labor is not a com- 
modity. And for what reason? Why, just because of 
a little sense of fear that the so-called capitalist or em- 
ployer might put one over on the organization. But fear 
chills the ability to think right on the subject, so let’s get 
rid of it, and look the proposition fearlessly in the eye. 

li labor is not a commodity, then who can define it 
accurately ? 

Labor and service are synonymous. Money is but a 
medium of exchange, designating t that, in the exchange 
of service, man has § ‘delivered the goods” and is entitled 
to reward. 

Henry Ford, president of the Ford Motor Company, 
goes into his office from day to day and renders service 
for thousands of people, people he never saw or expects 
to see, but he does the world a service. A band of mu- 
sicians go out from the Musicians’ Union to fill an en- 
gagenient, and render service for many people they often 
never see; and they too, are “pushing the world along”— 
rendering service. 

It makes absolutely no difference whatsoever, whether 
it is the Ford Motor Company or the Musicians’ Union, 
they are both founded for exactly the same purpose— 
that of rendering service. The talent or understanding 
of Mr. Ford is given to the world and the talent of the 
musician is also given, each according to their developed 
abilities. 

The fruit of service in the Ford Motor Company is 
automobiles. The fruit of service in the Musicians’ 
Union is music. 

How does the Ford Motor Company get a market for 
its goods? By educating the people through various 
channels to understand and appreciate the intrinsic value 
of its commodity. That’s the active, or creative method. 


How does the Musicians’ Union find a market for its 
goods; It doesn’t find it. Its principle is protection 
alone. It drafts by-laws and a schedule of prices—all 


good so far as it goes—but there it rests, dormantly wait- 
ing for the public to come and take its commodity away 
from it. That’s the passive, or negative, method. 

Every concern in the world that operates upon a sci- 
entific basis, engages the most able educators (salemen 
who inaugurate ways and means of getting it going), to 
herald to the people the value of its goods, establishes an 
active market for the sale of same, and makes friends. 
\nd every concern employing a protective principle ex- 
clusively, without attempting to go forward and develop 
a market and handle its goods along scientific lines, en- 
gages the business agent (walking delegate), suffers for 


the sin of omission, and makes enemies. There is the 
difference between playing the game and fighting it. 
Does this argument illustrate, \ Musician, why 
there is a demand for the “jazz artist” to the exclusion 
of the legitimate artist, or the musician who has thor- 


oughly qualified himself to render the highest service to 
his brother man?
